The suicide of Major Normans, of 8 
German army, which ocourred recently. 
was said to be due to an unpleasant 
scandal involving bis morals. But was

This suicide is the end of a long train 
of suicides and sudden deaths, all of

duel which took place in Nice in Janu- 
ary in 1888, and in which the two prirci- 

were Baron von Plessen and a well- 
known Belgian sportsman. 

One morning while exercising his 
horse on the Hippodrome of the Var at 
Nice the Belgian saw one of his friends. 
Herr Oelschlager, a Berlin sportsman. 
walking along with abstracted air. lle 
accordingly galloped up behind him, 
whisked off the German’s hat by way of 
a pleasantry and eried: Well. German, 
why don't you say good morning? 

What Herr Oelschlager thought of 
this pleasantry will mever be known, but 
Baron von Plessen, who was walking 
with Oelschlager, supposed it Wasmeant 
tor an insult, and gave the Belgian a tre- 
mendous blow in the face. 

Seconds were ted and a duel 
was at once a The Belgian in- 
sisted that the @uel should be as severe 
as possible. 

It was finally decided that the en 
counter should be with Is and that 
the duel should be fought in Lierr 
Oelschlager's . In order 
that the seconds might mot be arrested 
or suspected each ot the adversaries 
wrote a letter to his second saying thu: 
be was about to kill Bbimeelf, aud this 
was to be used in ease one or the other 
fell. 


The duel came off and Baron von Ples- | 


sen was killed by a ball in the forehead 
at the very first fire. His adversary was 
unhurt. All the participants kept si- 
lence about the affair. 

But in 1889 the fatality which bas 
pursued every one connected with this 
singular duel began to work. 


First one of the seconds, a Lieutenant | 


of Tilans named Steinmetz, killed him- 


self, vastly to the surprise of his friends, | 


who supposed him perfectly happy. 
This suicide took place early in 1889. 
Early in this year two other seconds, 
lier 
‘:  .eilhe died suddenly. Last Novem- 
tho Belgian who killed Von Plessen 
in the ducl announced that he was tired 
of life. and killed himself with a bullet 
in the breast. 

And now the suicide of Major Nor- 
mann, the fourth and last of the sec- 
onds, closes the dread tragedy, which 
was begun in anger and for a trivial 
matter.

RESTITUTION. 


A Proposed Reform in Oriminal 
Jurisprudence. 


— 
The Thief Who Stess Should Reimpburse 
the One He Has Robbed — 
How the New System 
Would Work. 


From an article in tne October num- 
ber of the Statesman, by Ed. R. Pritch- 
ard, the following, embodying its 
salient features, is taken. The writer 
says: There are fow laws on the statute 
books of any State in the Union to-day 
that are in harmony with the spirit of 
te age in which we live, which have 
Leen pat there without a fight—I mean 
it has cost much time and labor, and 
long, bitter discussion, and they were 
met with the most determined opposi- 
tion before they finally became a vital 
part of the legal code of a common- 
wealth; especially is this true of those 
laws which recognize the property rights 
of women, and which place them on 
something like an equal footing with 
men in our courts. So, I assert that 
progress in law making, that is, in 
framing wise and beneficent laws suited 
to the needs of our present civilization, 
has been slow an‘ tedious. And further, 
that in almost every instance a proposi- 
tion to reform a bad, unjust statute, or 
to make a new one not in conformity to 
principles laid down in the old common 
law books, has come from those outside 
of the legal profession ; while, as a rule, 
the most uncompromising and bigoted 
opposition to such measures has come 
from those within that profession, and, 
not unfrequently, from those highest in 
it, those wearing the judicial ermine. 

In framing a penal statute the most 
essential part of it is its penal feature, 
that is, the punishment which it in- 
flicts. It matters not so much the pro- 
cedure, the exact form of trial, whether 
by judge, jury or associate bench, but 
the penalty is allimportant. It might 
be well to say too that to-day the rights 
of a person charged with a felony, 80 
fur as a fair and impartial hearing, the 
aght of challenge, thé admission of 
testimony, etc., are well guarded. This 
is eminently rightand just. It is not 
with this working of criminal law that 
we are finding fault. Nor is it with 
the modes of punishment now in vogue, 
save that of the death penalty; but in 
the fact that penalties as now inflicted 
by criminal procedure in our courts fall 
short of the ends of complete justice. 
Of course | understand that any viola- 
tion of a penal code is taken as an of- 
fense against the State rather than 
d galnst the individual wronged. But I 
do insist that complete justice should 
take into consideration the citizen who 
is wronged by the law breaker and 
should therefore include in the punish- 
ment inflicted restitution to the former. 

A thief enters my house and carries 
sway, we will say, property to the 
value of one thousand dollars. A few 
Gays later he is apprehended. In the 
meantime he has effectually disposed of 
the stolen goods. [ am put to the 
trouble, and asually some personal ex- 
pense, of prosecuting him. He is found 
guilty and sent to State’s prison for 
five years. I have the satisfaction of 
Knowing that this particular thief or 
burglaris not likely to trouble me 
again soon, but does that restore to me 
my lost property? 

But suppose the State put this 
offender to work, hiring him out as 
convicts are now lot, but at a price 
that will pay the State for his keeping 
and a small surplus for each day he 
works; when this sum amounts to the 
value of the goods he has stolen, 
then let the State reimburse me for my 
loss and give the convict his liberty. 
This would be complete justice—‘‘a 
punishment that fits the crime” and 
gives full restitution to the wronged 
party. 

Were such a system as this in vogue 
there would be but few cases of com- 
pounding a felony. To-day, as is well 
known, one of the most serious obsta- 
cles, at times, in the way of punishing 
a criminal, and especially in cases of 
arson, theft and embezzlement, is the 
willin of the injured partics to 
forego ® prosecution in order to secure 
the return of a part or all of the stolen 
or lost property; in other words to ob- 
tain what the law now fails to give, 
restitution. 

This system, too, would hold good in 
erimes of all classes from that ofa 
petty larceny to murder. What better 
or more fitting punishment for him 
who takes human life than that he 
should be compelled to labor the re- 
mainder of his days, and his earnings 
be applied towards the support of those 
who may have been left dependent on 
the one he bas murdered. Any com- 
monwealth can furnish its convicts 
with employment on this basis. If not 
on public works, such as canals, | 
bridges and buildings, then by hiring 
them out, as is now done, only for a 
little more money. 

Another advantage of this would be 
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man. puts his mat into the 
prison and sets them to work. He has 
also a factory in Chicago where he em- 
ploys, perhaps, two hundred men, boys 
and girls. He forces them into com- 
petition with his prison-paid labor and 
compels them to accept wages that will 
barely keep soul and body together, 
and all because he is able to hire con- 
vict labor so much cheaper than he can 
get honest workmen. The reader will 
perhaps agree with me that the man who 
wants to be honest and respectable, 
who desires to live a free and upright 
life, can not compete with the man who 
does not, and who by violating the 
laws of the land becomes a convict and 
a slave of the State. The latter pays no 
rent, pays no board, has no clothes to 
buy, has no position in soeiety to sus- 
tain, and, above all, has not the dispo- 
sition of his own time, nor any thing 
te say concerning the wages he shall re- 
ceive for his labor; while the former 
has all these, except the last, and here 
in effect, the State, which ought to pro- 
tect and encourage honest industry, 
steps in to reduce the honest mechanic 
to practically the same level with the 
convict. But the Restitution System 
would do away with th is. 

Another point in its favor: It would 
tend to discourage. the commission of 
this class of crimes. Under our present 
system aman steals say ten thousand 
dollars; he is sent to the penitentiary 
for six years, which would be consid- 
cred a pretty severe sentence. Ile 
serves his time and comes out nearly 
ten thousand dollars ahead; supposing 
ot course he has saved his money, or 
rather some other man's money. Let 
us, on the other hand, suppose that he 
knew that a theft of ten thousand dol- 
lars would mean, if he were caught and 
punished, a sentence at hard labor for 
life, at fifty cents a day, that money all 
to go towards reimbursing those he has 
robbed. Would he not hesitate to incur 
such a fate? This system would, I be- 
lieve, almost completely abolish petty 
thieving; would most effectively stifle 
the ambitions of alarge class of our 
criminals, such as house-breakers, foot- 
pads, till-tappers and sneak-thieves. A 
theft of one hundred dollars would 
mean to them, perhaps, a year’s hard 
labor, at the end of which time they 
would have been sompelled to make full 
restitution, 

In cases where the stolen property 
has been recovered the same system 
could still be employed, the convict’s 
carnings going to the State instead of to 
the injured party.
